Street Railway. 


The opening of the new Eliot & 


Kittery street railway to public travel 
will be an important event across the 
river and the occasion will be an in- 
teresting one for the people living in 
the towns of Kittery and Eliot. 


A very pretty particular of the open- 


ing day will be the running of the first 
car over the line by a no less dis- 
tinguished personage than the gor- 
ernor of Maine, without a doubt. As 
is well known Gov. John F. Hill is a 
native of the pretty little town up the 
river and has always had an active 
interest in the welfare of the com- 
munity. The building of the new line 
through the town had had a particu- 
lar significance to him aside from the 
fact that he is connected with the con- 
struction of electric roads on quite a 
scalp in different parts of the Pine 
Tree state. 


For the past two weeks the work of 


getting the roadbed of the new line 
ready for the rails has progressed 
with all possible speed. 
At 
every 


point there has been a good showing 
made and in many a stretch trom one 
end of the line to the other the rails 
might be put down were the iron 
here. 


Nothing that can be done will bo 


left undone in the preparations for 
the receipt of the rails. There is like- 
ly to be some delay in th" arrival or 
these but whether the delay will be 
material or not 
is 
doubtful.

greater part of the poles are up and 
the feed wires have been strung the 
entire length of the line.

sea diver, died on Thursday at his 
home, 1)3 Flatbush Avenue, Brooklyn. 
For 4(1 years he had been employed 
by the Merritt Wrecking Company 
and its successor, the Morritt-Chap- 
man Wrecking Company. He was six- 
ty-two years old. 


Capt. Hagerty had worked In all 


parts of the world and explored many 
famous wrecks. When the battleship 
Maine was blown up the harbor of Ha» 
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ngham palace and the greater part v,ana ne,was sent there in charge of, 
of the night was given up to noisy the wreckers.

covered that the plates of the ship 
had been bent in, showing that the 
explosion which destroyed the vessel 
was from without. He also leeovered 
the diamond studded chalice present- 
ed to Chaplain Chadwick oL the Maine 
by the crew.

rowed to shore tor assistance in the 
face of a raging gale, which made the 
act seem one of suicide.

rade ground drilling in tho slouchy 
style that seems to characterize swarthy 
troops in low latitudes. Most of the 
troops were barefooted and uniformed 
in dirty white linen, and they surely 
presented a queer spectacle of iueffi 
cieucy and impotence. The officers were 
begilded and bosashed up to tho nines, 
and they looked hot and uncomfortable 
in the terrific sunshine of the parade 
ground, where the temperature couldn't 
have been much less than 180 degrees.

" 'I receivo the honor in the spirit ot 


gratitude and with an appreciation ot 
its hospitality,' said Lauut the yeoman 
—a man "who had been a bluejacket but 
a few mouths before, iniml you—and he 
forthwith began to assemble the Mex- 
ican brigade and to put it through the 
swellest movements ho knew, and he 
knew them all. 
The Mexican tactics 


were at that time identical with those 
of the United States army, and so Launt 
was quite at home. 
The troops roused 


themselves from their lassitude and be- 
came alert out of pride when they saw 
they were being drilled by the Amer- 
ican, and the snappy way they hopped 
about that big parade ground was a cau- 
tion.

Vhe Method of BnnuinE and Getting Over 


a Wire renoe— How Food Travel* Up 
»ud I>owu That Lout, Sfauoui Meek. 
Mating, Uuildlnc N«»U and Breeding. 


The ostrich has been observed with 


interest from very early times. It has 
frequently been the subject of remark 
by African travelers, and it has been 
domesticated and farmed iu the Capo 
Colony for some 30 years. Yet it is re- 
markable how little is known about it 
iu scientific circles and how many mis- 
conceptions still prevail as to its nature) Many 
aud habits. 


This article is founded on personal 


observations macfe during nine yeais of 
uninterrupted ostrich farming in the 
Karroo of the Cape Colony and duryig 
travels about the country generally. 


Tho ostrich hen lays every day and 


the egg weighs about three pounds. It 
is a taety and nutritious food, however 
prepared, very rich and excellent for 
making pastry and cakes. The empty 
shell of a fairly large one exactly held 
the contents of 18 fowl's eggs. It takes 
about 40 minutes to boil au ostrich egg' 
hard. The period of incubation is about 
six weeks. 


The old idea that an ostrich can only 


leap over a very low fence or across but 
the narrowest sluit (galley) is incorrect. 
The birds will when startled (never de- 
liberately) sometimes go over a six 
strand ' ire fence nearly five feet high, 
putting one foot on one of the middle 
wires and striding over the other. 


Considerable misconception prevails 


as to the manner iu which the ostrich 
runs. When a bird really settles itself 
to run, it holds its head lower than 
usual and a little forward, with a deop 
loop in the neck. The neck vibrates 
sinuously, but the head remains steady, 
thus enabling the bird, even at top 
speed, to look around with uushaken 
glance in any direction. The wings lit) 
along the aides about on a level with or 
a little higher than the back and are 
held loosely just free of the plunging 
"thigh." There is no attempt to hold 
them extended or to derive any assist- 
ance from them as organs of flight. 


Even as a chick the ostrich is a pow- 


erful swimmer. I have known several 
birds to swim some distance down the 
Great Fish river when it was running 
fairly strong. 


The ostrich feeds in a peculiar man- 


ner. It tosses the food tuto a sack in the 
npper part of the neck and then swal- 
lows it. I have seen a bird toss fully a 
quart of mealies (Indian corn) into this 
sack before swallowing, aud it is no 
common thiug to see two "swallows" 
traveling down the neck at the satna 
time with a clear interval between them 
or to see one of them (if of largo and 
loose food—e. g., grain) slide back into 
the eaok after being swallowed if the 
bird lowers its head to continue feeding 
before the food has traveled some con- 
siderable distance down the neck. The 
food travels slowly and performs a com- 
plete circuit of the neck before reaching 
the crop. Crushed bones are greedily 
eaten. If too large a piece should stick 
in the neck, it is a simple matter to cut 
it out and sew tho wouud up again. 


As the breeding season approaches o 


cock and hen will pair, aud, having 
selected n site congenial to their in- j 
clinations, proceed to make a nest. 


The nest is simply a hollow depres- 


sion, more or loss deep, according to 
tho nature of the soil. It is made by 
the pair together. The cook goes down 
on his breast, scraping or kicking the 
sand out backward with his feet, cut- 
ting the earth with his long and pow- 
erful nails. The hen stands by, often 
fluttering and clicking her wings, aud 
helps by picking up the sand with her 
beak and dropping it irregularly near 
the edge of the growing depression. 


When satisfied with their work—and 


they aro easily satisfied, often too easily 
—'the hen begins to lay an egg in the 
nest every day. During tho laying period 
the nest is often unattended and is not 
slept on at night. A nest iu which only 
one hen is laying contains on the aver- 
age about 15 eggs, but she often begins 
to sit before-aho has laid her full com- 
plement. Sometimes she will lay foui 
or five after beginning to sit, though 
not often so many. The ben generally 
begins the sitting. She will occasion- 
ally sit for one or two days aud nights 
before the cock takes his turn. Wheu 
sitting assumes its regular course, the 
hou sits from 8 to 9 a. m. to about 4 
p. m., and the cock from 4 p. m. to 
about 8 or 9 a. ra. The bird whose turn 
it is to be on the nest keeps its seat un- 
til the other arrives to relieve it, when 
they at once change places. 


The color of each is admirably adapt- 


ed to the time spout on the nest, and 
furnishes interesting examples of pro- 
tective coloration. It is scarcely possi- 
ble to conceive a more effective disguise 
than the sober brownish gray of the hen 
for day sitting and the blaok of the 
cock for night.—Zoologist.

COSTLY WAR FOR,BRITAIN. 


Kruger's Prediction That Humanity 


Would Be Staggered Verified. 


The- war in South Africa began of- 


ficially on Oct. 11. 1899. the date set 
in the Boer ultimatum. Concluded on 
May 31. 1902. it therefore continued 
two years, seven months and twenty 
days, and has been won by the Brit- 
ish at a cost, which in the words of 
"Oom Paul" Kruger, the Transvaal 
president, "has staggered humanity." 
The official British statistics to April 
1 ot this year give these losses: To- 
tal deaths in South Africa, 1,020 offi- 
cers. UiUCil men; missing and pris- 
oneis. :1S4 officers. !),181 men; sent 
home as invalids, li,M7 officers, 08.311 
men. 


The British have taken about 37,000 


Boer prisoners, and of killed and wound- 
ed on that side there are no reliable sta- 
tistic;;.

Boer republic**. The cost of the war to

Writers Who M»do Kimiiiie* by Thoir Su- 


tlr«» ou Living ro-aons—J)«nto Wrote 
His Encmion In UadeR and MicUncl An- 
gclo Fainted Them There. 


Tho characters iu the writings of 


most eminent novelists aro living reali- 
ties. We see them around us; wo recog- 
nize them in our relatives, our acquaint- 
ances, ami, if not bliuded by vanity, 
frequently iu ourselves. Who has not 
numbered among-his friends soiuo indi- 
vidual who is the living walking image 
of a character made immortal by the 
pen of a Dickens or a Thacki-ray. And 
rest assured, my dear sir or madam, 
that while you are recoguusiug in some 
0110 else a character that agrees in every 
detail with one that tho world has learn- 
ed to lauglj, at or to love in the works 
of the great writers, some one else is 
discovering tho same thing about you. 
Tho world is i'nll of the characters, ec- 
centric, serious and great, that literary 
genius has thrown a halo around. It is 
easy to ascribe a reason for this. Most 
of the characters in the books of Thack- 
eray, Dickens, Tennyson, Scott and the 
list of great authors were drawn from 
lay figures selected by tlio writers from 
among the people with whom they w ere 
acquainted. 


The most recent instance of this is 


Sherlock Holmes. 
The 
Scotch pro- 


fessor upou whom Coiiiin Doylo founded 
the great detective has beeu recognized 
aud has been written up again and 
again until he is as well known as the 
detective.. 


The original of the character of Mi- 


cawber, who eternally looked for some 
thing to turn up, was Charles Dickens' 
own father, as is well known, while 
tho weak aud easily victimized Mrs. 
NickleLy was the mother of tho novel- 
ist. Boy thorn in "Bleak House" can ied 
a quarrel between Dickeus and Waltei 
Havago Landor, for th« latter recog- 
nized in tho character his own peteuliari 
ties and resented tho fact that ho had 
been KO treated. Leigh Hunt was angry 
with Dickens because tho famous char- 
acter of Harold Skimpolo, in the same 
book, resembled his maiiuorisms so 
closely that there was no possibility of 
tho likeness not being recognized. 


Tlie original of Thackeray's liuhvip- 


iu "Yellow Plush Papers" was no other 
than Bulwor, and there was a tremen- 
dous row over the naming of H murder- 
ess in one of his bonks Catherine Hayes, 
which was the name of ti famous soug- 
btress. Andrew Arclidclme was the 
original of Thackeray's Foker. Arcli- 
delmo never forgave Thackeray tho lib- 
erty taken with him. The celebrated 


Cornish was Thackeray's Portiuan, 


ind young Grubstn <-t in tlie "Virgin- 
ana" was Edmund Yates to a dot. COK- 
:igan in "Tho Roundabout Papers" was- 
a comrjnsito tiKure built on t he ucculiari- 
;iea d~ several living people, us Thack- 
eray himself acknowledged. 


Nathaniel Hawthoruo was kept busy 


after the publication of "The House of 
Seven Gables" assuring a largo and 
ever multiplying army of Pyuchunn* 
that his character of that, name had not 
been drawn from life. Ho easily were 
iharlotte. Bronte's characters iu "Shir- 


ley" recognized by their originals that 
the latter called each other by their lic- 
titious names. 


Byron wrote of his f.wu peculiarities 


Of life aud temperament in his verso; 
Alfred de JUus,-et did the same thin;:; 
Mme. do St.icl depicted herself in "Co- 
riune,," aud "Delphine" aud Thack- 
eray's portrait can easily bo recognized 
iu Peudeuuis. Dr. Holland is supposed 
to be tho original of tho villain iu hi? 
novel of "Bitter Sweet," and many 
people believed that Amelio Rives Ghau- 
ler was the original of her heroine in 


Thu Quick or tho Dead;" Charles 


Reado admitted that he was his own hiy 
figure in drawing the character of Rolfe ; 
Charlotte Bronte was Jane Eyre, and 
Cfcorgc Eliot -\\ as a composite of Romol-.i, 
Maggie Tulliver and possibly Dorothea: 
Goldsmith was his own original in 
"The Good Matured Man,'' while Field- 
ing was tho original of Tom Jones. 


Dante wrote his enemies iu hell aud 


Michael Angelo painted them in. Dry- 
den was noted for bis satires on living 
persons. Pope actually erased the name 
of one of his characters and put Colly 
Gibber's in its place. Byron heavilj 
scored bis critics and Bulwer did a like 
office for Tenuysou. Bulwer was rathui 
accomplished in this respect. He satir- 
ized The Athenaeum Magazine in "Paul 
Clifford." Even George IV of England 
was depicted as tho keeper of a low den 
in the same novel. 


Tennyson repaid Bulwer in his on- 


slaughts both in "A Character" and iu 
"The New Timon and the Poets." Cap 
tain Marryat, who wrote such humor 
ous naval stories, notably ' 'Pester Sim 
pie,'' once sent a challenge to Professor 
Maurice because tho latter used his 
name for a character in "Eustace Coil- 
way." 
Browning scored Wordsworth 


iu "Tho Lost Leader." He also, at va- 
rious times in his career, caricaturet" 
Cardinal Wiseman, Napoleou III, and 
John Home, the spiritualist. The lattei 
figured as Sludge, the medium., Even 
our own Whittier made Daniel "Wcbstct 
figure iu one of his compositions. 


Mme. do Stael drew Talleyrand's 


characteristics so pointedly that tho 
portrait was recognized by the French 
statesman, who resented it in one of 
his famous mots. When Alfred de Mus- 
set aud George Sand returned from the 
<*-*>.apade into Italy, they proceeded to 
score eacJi other in novels they SOOH 
after printed. Mrs. Gore, Mr*. Trollop* 
and Lady Morgan used the personal ele-' 
ineut repeatedly, while to come upon 
the real intention of Disraeli's novel- 
requires a key bringing in v.lic names of 
many prominent people in England.— 
Exchange.

Lauded Loom.' uml Cached on tho Whurf. 


. Expert Barters null Couutors. 


Cocounuts,afco todedMii tho heltl of o 


verihel iu bulk. 
Upon their diuclmrge 


here they aro sacked for greater cou- 
•veuieneo iu handling ilud shipment. 
Thiri work, which involves sorting the 
r.uts as to size uud separating the sound 
from tho unsound, is done ou the whurf 
alongside tho vessel. 


\Vhen tho hatches bare been taken 


off, men gef into tho vessel's hold with 
bushel baskets, which they fill with co- 
couunts. These bankets of nuts uro hand- 
ed up over tho ha-tcli coaming aud pass- 
ed aloiig across tho deck and over the 
rail and on to the wharf, where they arc 
sec up (,,u <i box of convenient height, 
be.side whi'ch stand tho counters, some- 
times two, but oftenor three, all expert?

in sacks containing 100 large nuts and 
120 smaller nuts.

iug are from time to time taken nway j 
by other ineu aud sacked. 
These aru 


sound iiuts, but they briug u smaller 
price ou account of their size. 
The 


craokod lints aud the sprouts would rot 
soon if they were not xised, and these art: 
kept apart and sold cheap for quick con- 
sumption. 


The counters do nothing but sort and 


count; they never touch a basket. 
When a basket has beeu emptied, an- 
other man pulls it off the box and sets a 
full babket iu its place. Thero is always 
at lease one basket of nuts on tho box. 
There aro usually mere than one, K 
that the sorting and "counting go ou con- 
stantly. Each counter picks up two nuts 
at ouce, one ili each hand, uud all tliref 
counters toss nuts into the samo bag, 
but. there is never any confusion iu the 
count. 
Two iiuts uro counted one, foi 


convenience in keeping tally, and when 
tho three inon havo counted up to 30 (he 
man holding the bag, iimv containing 
100 nuts, drags it away and anutbei 
mail takes his place with an empty bag, 
and tlio counters begin again, oue, two, 
three and up to 30 aguin. 


Picking up every time two nuts, the 


counter taps them gently together to sec 
if they aro sound. This constant gentle 
clicking is one of the features of the un- 
loading of ooooanuts. 
A nut of small 


hi/.o would of course be apparent to the 
eye, 
bub it 
might not be apparent 


whether the small nut was cracked ui 
sound. 
Tapping the nuts together re- 


veals their condition to tho expert in- 
stantly. 
If ho throws out a nut, IK 


picks up another, still retaining tlu 
other nut in tho other hand. He now 
taps together tho nut that lie has picked 
up in place of tho oue thrown out and 
tho nut that he had continued to hold, 
and if these are both sound and of suit- 
able size-, ho tosses them into the I-UH 
auel counts "one," or "thirty-one," m 
whatever number they coino to in tin. 
couutiiig. 


Other men sew up the sacks, which 


are then piled on trucks to be fallen tr 
the storehouse or ranged along tin 
wharf to bo carted off later. A cargo ol 
cocoanuts contains from MO,000 nub 
up, according to the t-'ixe of the vescel. 
A big vessel mi^ht tiring 500,OUO tr 
000,000. 
The work of discharging a 


cargo of 000,000 ci.coauuts would or- 
dinarily occupy about a week.—Kev 
York Sun.

Errors In NcMtlnc. 


The errors I have in mind are tho 


cf tlie liirds themselves—errors of jud 
tneut as seen from our standpoint. As | 
ivii instance, there are at this time three 
uests of soug sparrows on tho ground in 
my Line, which runs iu a nearly north 
and south direction. These, nests are ou 
tho west side and aro tilted so as to get 
the full benetit of the &un in the fore- 
noon. Each nest is deftly concealed by 
the dead grass of the past summer being 
drawn over it, and to two of the three aro 
short roofed runways better built than 
many I have seen made by a meadow 
lark. So far tho birds have been wise, 
but in all three cases the nests have 
been placed dangerously mar the wagon 
track—in one <xi.se within lo inches Oi 
a deep rut, wnrt the others much les*. 
than twice that distance away. Tho re- 
sult is tho bird is forced, or so it sup- 
poses, to leave tho nest every time n 
carriage passes, and this is quite fre- 
quently during the day. Likewise the 
sitting bird hnrrits away on tho ap 
proach of every foot passenger. 


From a man's point of view these 


birds blundered. In their six little 
heads was nut enough wit to foresee in 
time inevitable consequences. For many 
days I havo been trying to see what 
wcro'tho compensating advantages ol 
these three similar nest sites, and I have 
not wit enough to solve the problem. 
For tho sakfi of tho reader's peace ol 
mind I am bound to add that tho three 
broods were reared successfully, and per- 
haps this will bo held as cvidcnco that 
it was I and not the birds that blmid< r- 
cd.
